FRANCE AN D W AR DEBTS. 
When the trea ty of Fra nkfurt closed the Franeo-Prussian 
war more than ha lf a century a y o, defea ted Fra nce found 
herself oblig a ted to pa y v ictorious Prussia liv e billion francs 
— one billion on the spot and the rest within three y ea rs. 
The collection of tha t indemnity - then considered one of 
u nheard-o f size— is reca lled by the present neg otia tions ov ­ 
er the collection of World War repa ra tions from Germa ny . 
Fra nce pa id up promptly a fter the Franco-Prupwian W a r 
and the ma tter wa s ended. 
W hy ca nnot Germa ny do like­ 
wise now when conditions are rev ersed? 
A briei study of the contrast between the two positions 
m a kes ma tters clea rer. 
The ca ses are not quite pa rallel. 
First of all, the Franco-Prussian W a r wa s compa ra tiv ely 
brief. 
For the bulk of the population it mea nt nothing like 
the ex tended ha rdships tha t were ca used by the World War. 
Industries were not ex ha usted, national currencies were not 
inilated, foreig n tra de cha nnels were not cut off. 
Ov erwhelming ly defea ted, Fra nce n e v e r t h e le s s wa s not 
crushed. 
Recuperation wa s fairly swift and easy . 
The en­ 
tire indemnity wa s paid on schedule, French finance rema in­ 
ed unsha ken and French prosperity rev iv ed. 
Toda y thing s are different. 
The World Wa r left Germany 
prostrate. 
Not once since the wa r ha s Germany been a ble 
to pa y reparations out of a na tiona l suplus. 
Inv ariably it 
ha s had to borrow the money . 
It is this ex tended borrow­ 
ing , coupled with the prolong ed industrial depression, tha t 
has ca used the present crisis. 
Nev ertheless, the indemnity of the 18 70’s is worth r e m e m ­ 
bering . 
The French hav e nev er forg otten it; and it is that 
ta ct which ma kes them unwilling to g ra nt concessions to 
Germa ny now. 
The attitude may be blind and stupid, but 
it at lea st ea sliy understa nda ble.
